OWNERSHIP OF FRANCHISES. 


There ia no department of public 


service that is receiving so much at- 
tention as municipal 
ownership of 


public franchises. The advance public 
opiuioa has made respecting the daly 
there is upon municipalities to own all 
public interests required for uae by 
the people is perhaps more in the lust 
decade than had been made preceding 
that time. Ihe ownership by the peo- 
ple of public utilities is receiving 
some of tbe best thought of our ablest 
tamkers, and the strides that hare 
baen made wUtch favor ownership by 
those who use public franchises is 
encouraging Lo those wuo favor such 
ownership by tbe people. 


Shonld the growth continue in pub- 


lic sentiment that ia made manifest by 
real work in that direction, the public 
will, in the next thirty years, have 
provided for the ownership by it of all 
public utilities. It is a truth that 
those interested in tbe advancement of 
batter conditions for the people are 
(jiviug much time to the investigation 
of public interests, for the purpose of 
bringing to public attention the bene- 
flta that will be derived by cc-opeera- 
tion and public ownership of monop- 
olies. 


It is becoming to be recognized that 


all public enterprises are monopolies, 
and that monopolies should be owaed 
by the people. At no time bas there 
been given to tbe question of owner- 
ship by the people of monopolies so 
much thought as there is at present 
beiuK given to it. There is an increas- 
ing tendency to public ownership and 
operation of public euterprises. The 
larger number of the large cities in the 
United States uo more depsnd un pri- 
vate water works. Fifty of the lai 
cities in the United States, except 
uiut', own tne water works tbat supply 
them with water. The exceptions are 
San Francisco, New Orleans, Omaha 
Denver, Indianapolis, New 
Haven 


Paterson, Scranton and Memphis.

Mud 
the larger number of the cities and 
villages that have taken water supply 
under public control hive done so in 
the last ten year?, and of the uhanges 
from public to onvato ownership only 
about one third have been made in the 
last ten years. 


Gas plants are owned by about 168 


English cities, 338 German and 11 
American cities. Brussels and Am- 
sterdam also own-gas plants. Electric 
lirfht plauts are owned and operated by 
almost 300 American municipafitiee, 
and by many English, and other cities 
on the continent ef Europe. 
More 


tban one-third of the English street 
railways are owned and operated by 
the public, Among tboae that are of 
note that are so operated are the 
street railwajs in Glasgow, 
Laedg, 


Sheffield and Loncioc, aud in England 
and Scotland very few of the fran- 
cheises that expire are being renewed. 


The pub'ic utilities mentioned are 


monopolies, as are all public enter- 
prises of tbat character when there ie 
taken into relation with them quality 
and cheapnejfl of service. It being 
true that all means of a private nature 
ura monopolies wbeu applied to the 
service of the public, the question re- 
maining to be disposed of is, should 
public or private ownership prevail JQ 
matters that pertuiu to public service. 
When we have taken into considera-
